WHEREAS, the Erie County Water Authority (ECWA) is a public authority created by the
state of New York which serves as a regional water delivery agency within Erie County, and
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WHEREAS, the ECWA provides service for many, but not all, municipalities within Erie
County, and

WHEREAS, the ECWA, as a large public authority providing its services on a broad basis,
has the ability to assume the delivery of service to new municipalities from time to time, and

WHEREAS, the ECWA has begun to provide services in other areas, including the villages
of Lancaster and Depew, and has entered into discussions with many others, including the cities of
Buffalo and Tonawanda, and

WHEREAS, it is clearly to the benefit of taxpayers, residents and water rate-payers for the
ECWA to assume an expanded, regionalized role in water delivery services throughout Erie County,
but in order to do so, a proposal must pass financial muster both with the ECWA as well as with the
municipalities from whom service will be assumed by the ECWA, and

WHEREAS, certain obstacles stand in the way when it comes to regionalizing water
delivery; municipalities raise concerns about residual costs they must assume once they turn
operation of their water system(s) over to the ECWA, and

WHEREAS, examples of such residual financial problems municipalities might face include
demolition or “mothballing” of existing water treatment structures, tanks, or intake facilities, and

WHEREAS, municipalities must also repair current water delivery infrastructure to a
minimum standard set by the ECWA prior to the ECWA’s assumption of a municipality’s water
system, representing additional costs to municipal governments, and

WHEREAS, additionally, in addition to incurring increased costs as described in the previous
two WHEREAS clauses, municipalities, in turning water systems over, also face the loss of revenue
associated with stopping the municipality’s sale of water, and

WHEREAS, many municipalities raise understandable concerns about entering into
agreements with the ECWA if doing so will simply shift costs from rate payers to property
taxpayers; as such, government must work cooperatively to develop programs which will help to
cushion the impact of such residual costs to municipalities, in order to encourage regionalized water
delivery beneficial to rate-payers throughout the region, and

WHEREAS, a program on the county level, utilizing funds within the county’s budgeted
Regionalism/Economic Development Fund, might be useful toward encouraging municipalities to
enter into agreement(s) with the ECWA for service, and

WHEREAS, a proposal to encourage such participation is as follows:

a. Earmark $1.5 million in annual county general fund monies for a “Regional Water
Consolidation Incentive Program;”
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b. Said program would allow for a limited number of municipalities to draw one-time
funding in the following amounts, for the following purposes:

i. Up to $100,000 each for engineering and other feasibility studies of
merger of municipal water system(s) with the ECWA;

ii. Up to $250,000 in funds to municipalities to offset costs associated with
consolidation efforts with the ECWA, such as residual costs, certain debt
service costs, infrastructure improvements and other costs associated with
ECWA absorption of a municipal water system. Said funding is contingent
upon a signed agreement between the municipality and the ECWA for
turnover of service delivery responsibilities.

and

WHEREAS, such a proposal would encourage municipalities to enter into agreement with
the ECWA while allowing municipalities to recoup some of the residual costs associated with
turnover of their water systems to the ECWA, and

WHEREAS, this proposal was reviewed favorably by the ECWA at an informational
